.Outlook for Farmers is - More Hopeful and

Not Possible a Few Months Ago

- Washington.—The bells that ring.in 1922 will usher in a 
business revival that will develop in due course into a "new era 
of prosperity ".for the United States. 


This confident prediction was made Tluirsday by AV. P. G. 


Harding, governor of the federal reserve board. 
Choosing his 


•words with ,care and weighing his' pnra^cs before lie uttered 
them, Harding told wh|it his exceptional opportunities for sur- 
veying the nation's financial condition have shown him. 


"Business has passed through the primary sta^e. the acute 


period of reaction,"-he said summing up his observations. "Tt 
is my.- sober conviction that basic financial conditions are very 
,much hotter than they Avere 12 months ago. 
' . 


"There are many indications that 


the beginning- of a revival cycle is not 
far'distant. When it does definitely 
set in, it will bo followed in due 
course by a new era of prosperity."

a. finance expert. By reaching: out his 
band to press a button he imarshaleil 
-"battalions of figures^ and facts to 
support his predictions! i 


Harding sits- hero in "Washington, 


but his eye is everywhere.

the country or of the country as a 
•whole. He lias his finger on the 
country's gold pulse.

"But.?' ho added. "I think the out- 


look for the farmer is.more hopeful. 
Also, for ^;ome months past, there 
has been a marked easing of th'- 
credit situation. Notwithstanding some 
features of our revenue laws, the in- 
vestment market is now absorbing se- 


•" curities at rates which would not 


have been considered a few months 
•ago. liberty bonds arc at or ap- 
proachinp par. 
Good railroad and in- 


dustrial bonds have -gained, as have 
some standard stocks." 


These things. Harding said, show 


money health. 


The arms conference, he declared, 


has had a stabilizing effect and will do 


. much towards restoring prosperity. 


"The-proceedings of the conference 


have oJready had a stabilizing effect." 
he said. '"The 
not;iblc advance in 


sterling exchange when the confer- 
ence assembled was not mere coincid- 
ence. "When money once expended for 
nonproductive armament is released 
for productive use it will stimulate 
rex'ival of business conditons. 


"Stabilization of conditions in. Eu- 


rope, which should l>o helped by a 
successful outcome of the conference, 
should make it possible to cngace in 
commercial and financial transactions 
'tvith Europe on a much larger scale 
than at present.

European -war be the 
means of

ix>\vers at the Washington conference? 


For days the nations gathered here 


have, wrestled with the que.stion in 
vain. Some delegates despair of any 
settlement o£ the matter at this eon- 
f.erence and suggest a new meeting of 
iinore nations to discubs submarines. 
'Others inbiht that .more patience will 
achieve an agreement. 


The trouble lies chiefly in the aban- 


donment of the formula used at the 
outset, namely agreeing on a princi- 
ple that should govern naval strength 
Iwforc discusbing each kind of craft. 
If Sir. Hughes had not in&istcd on 
applying that idea to the question of 
battleships, the conference would have 
been unable to reach any agreement 
on larger craft either. Jlr. Hughes 
declared that "national needs" was 
too vague and indefinite a rule to ap- 
ply and that existing strength could 
alone be used in trying to effect a 
compromise* of national viewpoints.

namely the relationship of thc-suttirw}- 
rine and light "cruiser to the, battle- 
ship as a technical .unit fo'r the;-naval 
experts have always had plenty -of, ra- 
tios determining how many subma- 
rines, destroyers, .cruisers and aux- 
iliary'craft should be proportioned to 
each battleship fleet. 


But Great Britain started out by in- 


siting that.all submarines be abol- 
ished. America refused to accept that 
viewpoint. So did France and .Tapan. 
Much argument was used to the de- 
fensive value of the submarine and 
emphasis was Jaid upon 
"national 


needs" again. The confusion of these 
two principles led the powers further 
and further astray until Mr. Hushes 
again tried a compromise by propos.

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THE FOREST SERVICE BILL 


One of the constructive achievements 


of President Roosevelt is involved iu the 
Curry bill in the house «-uid the King bill 
in the senate which provide for transfer- 
ing the forest service in whole or in part 
from the department of agriculture to the 
department of the interior. Hearings have 
been held and will shortly be continued. 
In the department of agriculture, where 
'they are now, the forest service and the 
national forests are safe, and so well 
managed that (except for certain, special 
interests) they have won the support of 
the nation. 
Their purpose is to grow 


trees, and they belong naturally in the de- 
partment which has to do with growing 
all crops, including tree crops, from the 
soil. 
Forestry is a part of agriculture 


and is so recognized 'the world aroxmd. 


The interior department is the real 


estate agent of the government. It is not 
the business of a real estate agent to grow 
crops on forest or farm.- As a matter of 
fact: when the interior department had 
charge of the national forests, years ago. 
they were so badly handled that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was forced to insist upon 
their transfer to the department of agri- 
culture. The modem progress of forestry 
in America dates from that change. The 
forest service has little business with the 
department of the interior, and what it 
has is rapidly diminishing. It has mariy 
times more business with the other bur- 
eaus of the department of agriculture, 
and that business is rapidly increasing. 
It is in constant an'd intimate cooperation 
with every- branch of the department 
where it is now. 


The department of agriculture 
h<as 


'much forest work to do outside the na- 
tional forests. 
There are more acres by 


twenty million in woodlots on farms than. 
iu. all the remaining public domain, of 
which the interior department has charge. 
If the forest service transferred, the de- 
partment of agriculture would be com- 
pelled to build up a similar organization, 
thus leading to more duplication in the 
government service instead of less. For- 
estry is doing admirably where it is. 
There -does not seem to be any good rea- 
son for the proposed transfer. 


It is current gossip in "Washington that 


1 interests that attempted to gobble up the 


natural resources of Alaska in Secretary 
Brdlinger's time are at it again. The best 
stalking horse of the men behind the grab 
is the claim that Alaska is going back- 
ward. The fact is that from 1910 to 
1920 the exports from' Alaska have in- 
creased from $13.608.304 to $02.469".- 
096, or 366 per cent, while during the 
same ten. years the exports from the 
United States increased from. $1.866.- 
258,904 to $8.228.016.307. or 340 
pei* cent. Alaskan business has actually 
been growing faster than the business o£ 
the United States, although the latter has 


4 "been increasing at a rale without prece- 


dent in the world's history. 


.The national forests in Alaska, if they 


can be s«avcd. will produce two million 
cords of pulpwood annually for all time, 
or cuough to supply one-third, of the pres- 
ent needs of the United Slates. The forest 
service in the department of agriculture 
has c<wnplcled plans for developing ibis 
great resource in a way to open it to the 
public but keep Ihe grabbers out. 


More than 3ia3f our Umber is gone al- 


ready. Only one-sixth of our virgin for- 
ests ivjnaiu. and they arc IH-UI? cut at a 
rate lhat will dcrfroy thorn entirely bf- 
forc twenty-five years. Only a liMlc snore 
unrest rictcd "forest deva,station will bring 
down upon us the dangerous hardslij]>s of 
a limber famine. 
The cost of pulpwood 


ruid lumber is already proof enough of the 
stage to which the scarcity ha-s already ad- 
vanced, and of what is still ahead. 
In 


view of all Ihc circumstances a3i<3 ih<* 
present work of the forest service -we 
think it would be well to keep the wrvicc 
•where it is. 


IS THE DEBS' PARDON JUSTIFIABLE? 


In principle and law there probably is 


not the least defensible reason,, for the 
clemency extended to Eugene V. Debs, lie - 
received full justice from the Supreme 
Court and was sentenced to the peuitcn-* 
tiary for ten yours for interfering with 
recruiting during the war. His behavior 
was deemed by the tribunal to be a viola- 
tion of'the duty of patriotism. 


But there ih an excuse for Debs' par- 


don that is better, in a practical way, 
than a good reason. 
The excuse results 


from his prominence as a socialist and his 
pose as an independent thinker. His im- 
prisonment was classed by his followers 
fas persecution and he was looked on by 
them as a martyr to his convictions. 


Taking these circumstances into ac- 


count, it is apparently advisable, as a 
matter of general policy, to show clearly 
that he is. not a martyr, and neither the 
government nor the people would cause 
him unnecessary suffering. 
The mercy 


portrayed by his release from prison will 
have the ceft'ct of stopping sympathetic 
agitation. 
Debs in all probability will 


cease hereafter to be a conspicuous figure.

READ JUSTING THE WORLD'S 


FINANCES 


The economic parley scheduled to be 


held in the first week of the year in Can- 
nes will be the first official step with the 
object of placing Central Europe in a po- 
sition to resume business. If it is to be as 
beneficial as it should be—in fact, if it is 
to be successful at all. it must develop, as 
Premier Lloyd George of Great Britain 
told Premier Aristide Briand of France, 
into a participation plan, of the world's 
leading nations. 


Casually, it may appear that the finan- 


cial readjustment and commercial reha- 
bilitation of half or more of Europe is of 
but very slight material importance to the 
United States. -But the serious fact is 
that\he United States has more interest 
at stake in the reinvigoration of the debt- 
oppressed nations of tlfe world than any 
otlier of the great financial and commer- 
cial powers. 


Even prior to the world-war this coun- 


try had reached the stage of industrial 
and agricultural progress that denoted the 
early, the almost immediate necessity of 
building up foreign markets for our sur- 
plus products. Leading economists, bank- 
ers and manufacturers foresaw the critical 
situation in which this country would be 
if it neglected its opportunities to become 
a vigorous competitor for the major part 
of international trade. 


During the war the industrial and agri- 


cultural productivity of the United States 
•was increased greatly, and at present the 
new. normal capacity is considerably in 
excess of American demand. Further- 
more, we have become the creditor-na- 
tion, to which other peoples and govern- 
ments are indebted. In plain terms, the 
war. while it did not involve us in world 
politics, did make us the greatest factor in 
the finance and business of the whole 
world. 


The financially crippled nations cannot 


do business with the United States unless 
their money affairs arc straightened out. 
.If they have no money, they can pay us 
only with merchandise. If they must ship 
goods here year after year for a century 
to keep paying the interest on their obli- 
gations, the imports would keep our own 
business unsettled that long. 
If they 


sent us the interest money continuously, 
this accretion to our wealth would raise 
prices ui the United States to such -an ex- 
tent that our trade would be confined to 
our own borders. 


In many respects, it would be belter for 


us to owe a reasonable amount of money lo 
tlie rest of Ihc world than to be the big 
creditor. Then, we necessarily would be 
sellers, that i«. almost exclusively ex- 
porters. 


On .some scientific and politically satis- 


factory basis the United States will be 
obliged, for its own sake, lo cooperate in 
{lie financial rehabilitation of the coun- 
tries whov: financial systems are iu col- 
lap"?". Our posit icifk is so secur" and dom- 
inating {liat we »-a'n. while bcintr friendly 
and jner«-if«l. t-ompel tariff ajrreemonts 
along reciprocal lines and trrule acrrc- 
jneuts for exports and imporis—selling 
tand Ijiiyinc—that will assure us perma- 
nent inarJtfK for our surplus pn»<h»-ts and 
pro; id" us with fon-isn products ihat we 
require. If for no other reavju Unn the 
selfish %c v.531 be forced to <:<><>},< r^" in 
tlic readjustment plan.

The League of 
"Women Voters, 


which sponsors the idea of an intel- 
ligent voting body, organized a course 
in citizenship at Chicago as an esper- 
ifnent. It was so successful.that the 
plan of having schools in citizenship 
spread all over the country. Already, 
we are told, the league has held liter- 
ally thousands of courses. 
Pennsyl- 


vania alone has had COO courses, or 
schools, as the league calls them, in 
the past year. 


The schools of citizenship were in- 


stituted a year and a half ago, but of 
late a new impetus has been given to 
the project. Educators have begun to 
advocate th'at if schools 
train for 


citizenship there must be some prac- 
tical courses given. Then, when the 
newly fledged voters .are turned loose 
at an election, they will know what 
sort of power they hold. 


"Until women agitated this subject, 


tho League of Women Voters claims, 
practical education in the voting and 
political systems was not included in 
school courses. 
Such . subjects as 


civics and political law were taught, 
but from an academic standpoint. 


The league has 
succeeded in im- 


pressing the importance of courses in 
practical politics on a number of col- 
leges. 
One professor 
of political 


economy at a. state university en- 
dorsed the plan for schools of citizen- 
ship, saying, "The women have done 
what the men should have done 100 
years ago—educate'voters." 


A COLLEGE COURSE 


Tale University held its first citizen- 


ship school last summer. The Ala- 
bama State University held an exten- 
sion course in practical citizenship, 
and it proved so popular that a lec- 
ture course was given last fall, and 
'two more are planned. 


Alabama- is to be the pioneer state 


o carry the system one step farther 
and introduce similar work into the 
grammar schools. The league re- 
gards this as a progressive move and 
>elieves other states will follow. 


Not all of the courses are given in 


connection with colleges and schools, 
lowever. Baltimore and other cities 
lave held citizenship school in differ- 
:nt wards, generally around election 
,ime. 
when interest is keenest. Chi 


cago held one of these courses last

learns his mistake a$ the polls. 


Women's steadfast interest in the 


platforms rather than smiles has been 
a blow to many candidates, but they 
have finally accepted the Inevitable. 
When the League of Women Voters 
first sent out questionnaires to New 
York candidates asking their views 
on certain matters there was indigna- 
tion among the aspirants 
to 
ofllcc. 


Many felt insulted that they should be 
quet.tio'ried so definitely. 
Less than 


oife-third of them sent back answers 


At the next 
campaign 
over half 


answered the questionnaires. And this 
fall, when the -questionnaire was late, 
several candidates wrote to know if 
the questions were to be abolished. 
They were not afraid, they Sxtid. to 
answer questions, and ^they wished 
their views to go .on record, so that 
there could bo no doubt as to their at- 
titude oh public matters. 


QUIZZING CANDIDATES 


When the belated lists of questions 


went out 95 per cent of the candidates 
hastened to fill out the answers and 
mail them back. They had found that 
it did not pay to refuse haughtily the 
Information which voters of the state 
•wanted. 


New Tork was the first state in 


which the questionnaires, were used. 
Now they are a popular institution in 
a number of states. Voters who do not 
have the opportunity to 
hear the 


candidate's can rely more safely on 
answers to plain questions than on 
reports of excited campaign speeches. 


New York women also,held teas- 


quiz meetings they 
were 
jokingly 


called—to which politicians in 
office 


were invited to^ come and be 
ques 


tioned regarding their attitude 
on 


public affairs. The state 
legislators 


were especially desired as guests at 
these tea parties. 


The women explained that by ask- 


ing questions they did not 
always 


'mean to criticize a man's way of vot- 
ing on 
a measure. 
They 
simply 


asked because they wanted to know 
reasons and facts. 


Here again, some" of th» politicians 


were glad of a chance 
to 
explain 


their motives. Others felt that once a 
man is elected, the voters should 
trust him to do his best. But. however 
they felt, most of the guests saw the 
wise course to take when in the pres- 
ence of several hundred possible votes. 


This insistence on an 
accduntinir 


from both candidates and office 
ers is an 'outgrowth of women's en- 
trance into politics. As a class, wom- 
en know less about politics than men. 
and they have set out determined to 
remove the handicap. As a result we 
have schools and quizzes and question- 
naires, and as a result of them the 
League of Women Voters prophesies a 
higher standard in politics.
